RF  Standards  Opposed 

The  ARRL  has  told  the  FCC  that  a  proposal  to 
adopt  new  standards  for  exposure  to  radio  fre¬ 
quency  radiation  should  be  terminated. 

The  League  said  that  the  proposal,  which  would 
change  the  Commission’s  guidelines  to  match  those 
adopted  by  the  American  National  Standards 
Institute  (ANSI)  and  the  Institute  of  Electrical  and 
Electronic  Engineers  (IEEE)  in  1992,  was  prema¬ 
ture,  and  more  properly  should  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  as  an  FCC  notice  of  inquiry. 

The  ARRL  said  that  the  ANSI/IEEE  standards 
were  not  properly  delineated  and  not  a  proper  basis 
for  evaluating  communications  facilities.  The  new 
standards  would  replace  less  stringent  standards 
adopted  in  1982. 

The  League  said  that  an  FCC  Report  and  Order 
in  1987  that  concluded  that  amateur  stations  should 
be  exempted  from  such  RF  exposure  guidelines, 
because  amateur  stations  operate  only  intermittently, 
and  at  low  power  levels,  still  applies.  Only  rarely, 
the  League  said,  would  amateur  stations  even 
exceed  the  proposed,  more  stringent  1992  AN¬ 
SI/IEEE  standard. 

The  League  said  that  the  FCC’s  proceeding 
should  be  terminated  in  favor  of  more  study,  by  a 
more  appropriate  government  agency,  such  as  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency,  or  else  by  an 
FCC  notice  of  inquiry. 

This  proposal,  in  ET  Docket  93-62,  was  made 
in  the  spring  of  1993  and  its  comment  deadline  has 
been  extended  several  times,  most  recently  to 
January  25,  1994,  based  on  arequest  by  CBS  Inc. 
The  reply  comment  deadline  is  (was)  February  24, 
1994.

Badger  Weather  Net 
Moves  to  3.985  MHz 


Effective  January  30,  1994,  the  Badger  Weather 
Net  moved  to  3.985  MHz.  Plagued  by  poor 
propagation  for  Wisconsin  signals,  the  net  decided 
to  move  up  1  kHz  where  there  is  less  QRM  from 
the  east  and  southeast  signals  at  that  time  of  day. 

We’re  still  handling  65-75  messages  per  session, 
mostly  weather  traffic. 

Jim,  WB9YPY  (Chief  Liaison  to  the  National 
Weather  Service),  has  an  antenna  that  seems  to 
favor  signals  from  down  east.  We  had  a  choice  of 
either  rebuilding  his  antenna,  lowering  it  to,  say,  40 
feet  or  so,  or  give  the  dial  a  1  kHz  nudge.  The 
latter  seemed  to  be  a  better  choice.  The  net  starting 
time  remains  at  0600  local. 

NWS  would  appreciate  weather  information 
from  Ashland,  Florence,  Iron,  Marinette,  and 
Oconto  counties.  They  get  no  input  from  those 
areas.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  amateurs  living  in 
those  counties  to  provide  a  service  for  NWS. 

In  February,  propagation  favoring  local  (Wis¬ 
consin)  signals  occurs  earlier  each  day,  Generally  at 
6:30  or  so,  and  things  improve  with  the  earlier 
sunrise  times.  From  now  on,  operating  conditions 
generally  improve  until  summer  storm  conditions 
exist. 

This  decision  will  put  all  of  the  Wisconsin 
phone  nets  on  the  same  frequency.  We  hope  you 
phone  operators  will  remember  to  give  your  dials 
several  twists  frequently  in  order  to  prevent  them 
from  rusting  in  one  position. 

We  recommend  trying  3.662  MHz  on  occasion. 
You  might  even  check  into  one  of  the  CW  nets. 
The  exercise  will  enhance  your  ear-hand  coordina¬ 
tion.  Try  it,  it’s  good  for  you.

Coverage  for  Northern  Wisconsin 
and  the  Upper  Peninsula 


A  new  repeater  was  put  on  the  air  September  4, 
1993,  on  145.13  (transmit  -600  kHz).  The  repeater 
is  located  on  Musky  Mountain  and  is  called  the 
Sayner  Repeater.  This  machine  is  permanently 
linked  to  the  146.97  Merrill  Repeater  Association’s 
system  on  Irma  Hill  via  440  MHz.  Both  repeaters 
have  the  call  sign  N9QGJ. 

The  new  system  was  added  to  give  much-needed 
hand-held  coverage  to  the  Lakeland  Area  (Minoc- 
qua.  Woodruff,  Sayner,  Boulder  Junction,  etc.)  and 
to  provide  extended  access  to  the  North  Central 
Wisconsin  area  (Tomahawk,  Merrill,  Wausau, 
Stevens  Point).  Now  it  is  possible  to  keep  in  touch 
from  Stevens  Point  to  the  U.P.  of  Michigan. 

Like  decoration  on  a  nice  cake,  Sayner  opened 
the  door  to  the  U.P.  hams  in  8-land,  and  there  are 
a  lot  of  them.  The  two  systems  work  together.  The 
changeover  point  is  at  about  Highway  K  in  Oneida 
County  between  Tomahawk  and  Minocqua.  To  the 
south,  use  .97,  and  to  the  north,  use  .13.  The 
system  is  open  and  everyone  is  welcome  to  use  it. 

During  October,  1993,  the  KC9NW  440 
repeater,  located  on  Mosinee  Hill  in  Wausau  joined 
the  link  system  to  extend  coverage  even  farther  to 
the  south.

Instant  License  Opposed 

In  reply  comments  to  the  FCC  on  a  proposal  for 
instant  operating  authority  for  new  amateur 
operators,  PR  Docket  93-267,  the  ARRL  said  that, 
"almost  without  exception,"  groups  and  individuals 
who  had  responded  to  the  proposal  agreed  with  the 
League  that  the  idea  should  be  shelved  in  favor  of 
electronic  filing  of  license  applications  with  the 
FCC. 

The  ARRL  said  that  the  mechanisms  for  such 
electronic  filing  of  Form  610s  "cannot  be  more  than 
a  few  months  away  at  worst." 

The  League  said  that  the  FCC  plan  would  invite 
abuse  because,  among  other  reasons,  "The 
Commission  itself  suffers  an  inability  to  stem  the 
tide  of  unlicensed  operators  in  any  radio  service, 
because  of  limited  enforcement  resources." 

In  response  to  a  counter  proposal  by  the  W5- 
YI-VEC,  that  the  FCC’s  plan  be  modified  to  avoid

abuse  by  having  volunteer  examiners  assign 
temporary  call  signs  from  blocks  allocated  to  them 
by  the  FCC,  the  League  said  this  would  be  an 
unbearable  burden  and  responsibility  on  the  VEs. 

The  League  said  that,  at  any  rate,  the  Com¬ 
munications  Act  gives  no  basis  for  the  FCC  to 
delegate  call  sign  assignment  authority,  including 
determining  a  licensee’s  basic  qualifications,  which 
VEs  would  have  no  way  of  doing. 

The  League  once  again  asked  that  the  proceed¬ 
ing  be  terminated  in  favor  of  electronic  filing  as 
soon  as  feasible.

Study  Eyes  2300  MHz 

A  preliminary  plan  from  the  National  Telecom¬ 
munications  and  Information  Administration  (NTIA) 
for  reallocating  government  frequencies  to  non-gov¬ 
ernment  uses  does  not  go  far  enough  in  responding 
to  the  will  of  Congress  in  protecting  the  needs  of 
amateurs,  the  ARRL  says. 

Specifically  affected  would  be  the  2300  to  2450 
MHz  band.  The  preliminary  plan  would  transfer 
some  of  that  band  to  new  non-government  uses, 
which  would  not  necessarily  result  in  the  loss  of 
frequencies  for  amateurs,  but  amateur  sharing  could 
be  more  difficult  than  it  now  is  with  government 
users. 

NTIA  proposes  to  leave  2400  to  2402  and  2417 
to  2450  MHz  as  now  allocated,  in  part  to  permit 
continued  amateur  and,  especially,  amateur  satellite 
operation.  2390  to  2400  and  2402  to  2417  MHz 
would  be  made  available  for  new  non-government 

U.S.,  Russia  Give  Shuttle  Last-Minute  Lift, 
Agiee  to  Reciprocal,  3rd  Party  Privileges 

Russian  and  American  amateurs  aboard  the  early  February  STS-60  space  shuttle  flight  were  able  to 
carry  out  some  of  their  operating  plans  only  thanks  to  a  last-minute  pact  between  their  two  countries, 
who  finalized  temporary  third  party  and  reciprocal  operating  agreements  just  after  the  shuttle  lifted 
off. 

On  February  3„  the  U.S,  Depacunent  of  JState  andithe  liussian  Ministryjaf  Post  and  Telecoms 
munications  each  approved  die  temporary  arrangements,  which  allowed  cosmonaut  Sergei  Krikalev, 
U5MIR,  to  contact,  on  February  6,  the  House  of  Science  and  Technology  for  Youth,  in  Moscow. 

The  contact  was  retransmitted  in  Russia  on  HF  and  VHF,  according  to  the  ARRL  SAREX 
Working  Group. 

After  the  two  countries  approved  the  arrangements,  it  still  was  necessary  to  obtain  a  Special 
Temporary  Authorization  from  the  FCC  (since  operating  from  the  shuttle  is  viewed  the  same  as 
operating  from  U.S.  soil).  The  ARRL  contacted  the  FCC’s  Personal  Radio  Branch,  and  the  STA  was 
granted  on  February  4. 

Permanent  reciprocal  operating  and  third  party  agreements  between  the  U.S.  and  Russia  have  been 
in  negotiations  for  several  years.  * 

Krikalev’s  school  contact  was  the  first  by  a  cosmonaut  from  a  U.S.  space  shuttle.  Russian 
coordinators  for  the  event  were  Leo  Labutin,  UA3CR,  and  Valery  Agabekov,  UA6HZ.  During  the 
contact,  Aleksandr  Kaleri,  U8MIR,  spoke  to  Krikalev  from  the  school,  and  several  other  cosmonauts 
were  on  hand. 

Six  Russian  students  were  able  to  ask  questions  of  the  shuttle  astronauts. 

In  addition  to  schools  contacted,  the  shuttle’s  robot  packet  station  had  logged  nearly  2000  contacts 
as  of  February  7. 

The  Associated  Press  reported  this  story  on  Friday  morning,  February  4,  noting  that  failure  to 
obtain  the  agreements  could  have  rendered  illegal  not  only  Krikalev’s  contact  with  the  Moscow  school 
but  also  an  amateur-band  contact  between  him  and  the  Russian  Mir  space  station. 

The  U.S.  continues  to  pursue  permanent  reciprocal  operating  and  third  party  agreements  with 
Russia  and  hopes  to  conclude  them  with  a  signing  ceremony  later  this  month  (February)  in 
Washington,  the  State  Department  said  in  announcing  the  temporary  shuttle  agreements. 

U.S.  astronauts  aboard  the  shuttle  were  Charles  Bolden,  KE4IQB,  and  Ronald  Sega,  KC5ETH.

MHz  would  be  made  available  later,  under  the 
NTIA  plan. 

In  1990  the  ARRL  commented  to  the  NTIA 
when  a  study  of  domestic  telecommunications 
infrastructure  was  begun.  At  that  time,  the  League 
said  that  Amateur  Radio’s  role  of  education  and 
public  service  depended  on  it  not  being  taken  for 
granted  in  its  modest  spectrum  needs. 

In  late  1992  the  NTIA  issued  a  notice  of  inquiry 
asking  spectrum  users  what  their  future  needs  would 
be,  and  the  League  responded  with  a  list,  including 
"continued  or  upgraded  access  to  2300  MHz  for 
both  terrestrial  and  satellite  uses." 

The  plan  is  the  proposed  implementation  of  a 
reallocation  of  spectrum  from  government  to 
non-government  use  mandated  by  Congress  last 
year. 

A  public  comment  period  on  the  plan  runs  until 
May  1994.

You  probably  won’t  find  "tweenies"  in  your  dictionary.  Someone  in 
electronics  originally  thought  up  the  word  years  ago  to  describe  what  is  properly 
called  a  "between  series  adapter"  and  I’ve  been  using  it  for  years. 

Although  a  variety  of  commercially-made  tweenies  have  been  available  for 
a  number  of  years,  there  are  times  you  may  need  to  connect  two  pieces  of 
equipment  with  a  patch  cord  that  doesn’t  have  the  right  kind  of  connector  on  one 
end.  What  to  do?  Dig  into  your  box  of  tweenies.  What  if  you  don’t  have  the 
right  tweenie?  Dig  into  your  junkbox  and  fabricate  your  own  tweenie!  The  eight 
tweenies  in  the  photo  were  made  as  a  result  of  having  to  connect  a  brand  H 
signal  generator  to  a  brand  C  transceiver  or  a  brand  N  antenna  to  a  brand  W 
two-meter  hand-held,  etc. 

Sometimes  you  luck  out  when  making  your  own  tweenies.  Like  when  the 
threads  on  the  back  of  a  chassis-mount  F  connector  match  the  threads  inside  a 
BNC.  Other  times  you  aren’t  so  lucky;  that’s  when  the  drill  press  and  the  tap  and 
die  set  come  in  handy.  Within  the  limits  of  good  sense  and  the  power  handling 
capacity  of  the  connectors,  there  are  very  few  rules  in  the  making  of  tweenies. 
Think  about  the  intended  use  of  the  tweenie.  I  use  mine  for  temporary  duty  on 
the  workbench,  not  permanent  service  out  on  the  tower.  How  much  power  will 
you  subject  the  tweenie  to?  Small  plugs  meant  for  use  on  a  stereo  may  not  hold 
up  too  well  with  500  watts  of  RF  going  through  them.  Plastic-insulated  plugs 
intended  for  use  on  AM  receivers  may  have  excessive  loss  at  UHF.

With  the  right  mix  of  ingenuity  and  connector  parts  (along  with  a  dose  of 
good  sense),  you  can  probably  connect  just  about  anything  to  anything. 

Now,  it’s  time  for  me  to  go.  A  pal  of  mine  wants  me  to  help  connect  a 
BlastMaster  3R721  transceiver  to  a  Princess  437  antenna  switch.  Like  I  said,  you 
can  connect  just  about  anything  to  anything!  n

Did  you  hear  about  the  new  FCC  proposal  that 
radio  amateurs  may  be  allowed  to  CHOOSE  THEIR 
OWN  CALL  SIGNS?  According  to  suggestions 
made  by  the  ARRL  Ad  Hoc  Committee,  they  say 
the  vanity  call  sign  system  should  be  phased  in  with 
a  series  of  four  three-month  windows.  Then  the 
system  would  be  open  to  all  other  amateurs.  The 
plan  for  vanity  call  signs  would  be  in  the  following 
sequence: 

1.  Those  asking  for  previously  held  call  signs 

regardless  of  license  class,  format  or  call 

district. 

2.  Extra  Class  block  of  amateurs, 

3.  Advanced  block,  and 

4.  General  block. 

So  after  one  year,  any  amateur  would  be 
eligible  for  any  available  cail  sign  within  his  or  her 
area  and  license  class  blocks,  or  a  lower  class 
block.  (More  info  is  available  from  FCC  Notice  of 
Proposed  Rulemaking  in  PR  Docket  93-305  or  in 
QST.) 

Do  I  properly  understand  the  meaning  of  "any 
available  call  sign?"  If  I  moved  to  W4-land  could  I 
request  W4KFC,  for  example,  as  my  new  call?  The 
famous  Victor  Clark,  W4KFC  now  Silent  Key,  is 
just  one  of  many  well  known  calls  from  which  I 
could  choose.  Would  identifying  as  W4KFC  help  or 
hurt  me  in  CW  contests?  "Is  that  you,  Vic?" 

Then  my  call,  K9GDF,  would  be  returned 
immediately  to  the  pool  of  available  call  signs  for 
someone  else  Jo  request.  "Isn’t  that  you.  Rich?" 
Eventually  K9GDF  could  work  W4KFC,  or  is  it  the 
other  way  around?  How  about  being  in  California 
and  asking  for  W6KG,  made  famous  by  Lloyd 
Colvin  DX-peditions,  since  Lloyd  recently  passed 
away. 

There  could  even  be  a  fancy  award  for  an 
amateur  who  works  five  other  amateurs  with  calls 
he  (or  she)  previously  held.  But  one  way  to  prevent 
such  "trafficking"  in  call  signs  is  to  require  calls  to 
be  held  at  least  two  years  after  expiration  or  trade- 
in,  and  they  should  not  be  transferable. 

Of  course  there’s  the  possibility  of  a  fee, 
probably  around  $7  per  year,  which  might  slow 
down  the  burden  of  serious  applications  for  a  few 
minutes.  These  days  several  dollars  is  only  the  cost 
of  a  tank  a  gas  or  an  all-you-can-eat  fish  fry. 
Maybe  the  fee  should  be  a  one-time  occurrence,  and 
should  be  refunded  if  none  of  the  call  signs  on  the 
application  are  available. 

What  call  would  you  choose?  "Guy"  Boucher, 
KB9GPJ  of  Boucher  Radio  &  TV  in  Marshfield, 
Wisconsin,  says  "W9GUY  would  look  so  good.” 
He  would  be  the  W9-guy,  for  sure. 

Your  thoughts  or  response  for  publication  in  the 
BSSS  would  be  most  welcome.  Be  sure  to  note  the 
call  you  had  before  the  proposal  takes  effect  and 
you  got  a  vanity  call  sign,  so  we  know  who  you 
were.  □ 
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League  Asks  for  Vanity  Call  Proposal  Comment  Extension 


The  ARRL  has  requested  an  extension  of  the 
comment  deadline  on  an  FCC  proposal  to 
establish  a  "vanity"  call  sign  system. 

The  FCC’s  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making, 
in  PR  Docket  93-305,  was  released  December  29, 

1993,  with  a  comment  deadline  of  March  7, 

1994. 

The  League  immediately  published  the 
NPRM,  in  its  entirety,  in  February  1994  QST, 
asking  members  to  make  their  views  on  the 
matter  known  to  their  elected  representatives. 


In  its  request  for  an  extension  of  time  for 
comments,  until  April  21,  1994,  the  ARRL  said 
that  because  the  matter  of  issuing  preferred  call 
signs  involves  a  "scarce  resource,"  the  maintain¬ 
ing  of  fairness  in  the  program  must  be  addressed. 

The  League  also  said  that  the  March  7 
comment  deadline  simply  did  not  allow  enough 
time  for  ARRL  members  to  express  their  views 
on  the  proposal  and  for  the  ARRL  board  to  then 
formulate  a  position.

Both  of  us  got  to  know  Sherm  better  as  the  result  of  our  separate  interviews. 
Rich’s  occurred  during  the  Ozaukee  Radio  Amateur  Club  Swapfest  on  May  1, 
1993.  My  opportunity >  came  while  riding  with  Sherm  enroute  to  the  WNA  meeting 
held  during  the  Central  Wisconsin  Radio  Amateurs,  Ltd.,  16th  Annual  Swapfest 
at  Stevens  Point  on  Sunday  June  13,  1993.

On  this  Sunday,  it  was  one  of  those  typical  lovely  Wisconsin  days.  The 
temperature  was  ideal  and  the  sky  was  a  moderate  overcast,  which  made 
enjoyable  travel.  With  Sherm  as  the  pilot  and  myself  as  the  navigator,  we 
meandered  over  the  state  highways  on  our  way  to  Stevens  Point.  My  interview 
pad  was  with  me,  so  what  better  time  than  now  to  learn  more  about  Sherm. 

Do  you  know  Sherm?  We  are  sure  most  active  Wisconsin  amateurs  do  know 
him.  However,  for  those  who  do  not,  let  us  introduce  him  to  you.  Fellow 
amateurs,  meet  Sherman  C.  Carr,  W9NGT  of  Hartford,  Wl.  He  is  that  friendly 
old-timer  well  respected  for  his  Amateur  Radio  knowledge  of  emergency 
communications,  traffic  handling,  and  weather  reporting.  Sherm,  although  born 
in  Marion,  Indiana  in  January  1917,  has  lived  in  the  Hartford  area  much  of  his 
life.  His  interest  in  Amateur  Radio  began  during  his  high  school  days.  It  was 
listening  to  the  QSOs  between  a  couple  of  amateurs,  Bob  Gumm  and  Mr. 
Lippincott  (a  teacher)  in  the  West  Bend  area  that  got  Sherm’s  interest  aroused. 
These  amateurs  turned  out  to  be  his  "Elmers"  also.  In  the  late  1930’s,  Sherm  got 
his  first  license  and  the  call  W9NGT. 

As  a  member  of  the  Wisconsin  National  Guard  32nd  Division,  Sherm  got 
called  to  active  duty  in  1939.  Some  time  was  spent  teaching  other  guardsmen  at 
the  32nd  Division  Signal  School  at  Camp  Beauregard,  Louisiana.  This  experience 
was  helpful  but  not  quite  to  his  liking.  When  the  opportunity  arose  in  1942,  he 
transferred  into  the  Army  Air  Corps  and  a  radio  school  teaching  assignment  at 
Truax  Field.  Late  in  1942,  after  his  discharge  from  the  Army  Air  Corps  (AAC), 
he  enlisted  into  the  Navy.  During  those  Navy  days  (1942-1945),  he  worked  with 
codes  and  ciphers  in  special  services.  He  also  spent  some  time  as  Chief 
Radioman  aboard  the  USS  Texas. 

With  WWII  over,  Sherm  with  a  wife  and  two  sons  chose  to  lead  a  civilian 
life.  Sherm  and  Marianne  were  married  in  1941.  His  first  job  was  with  station 
WAD,  a  coastal  harbor  station  at  Port  Washington,  as  a  radiotelephone  operator 
for  the  Lorain  County  Radio  Corporation.  One  and  a  half  years  of  that  were 
enough.  So  he  went  to  work  for  WTMJ  in  the  engineering  department.  There  he 
gained  considerable  experience  and  got  in  much  time  as  vacation  relief  operator. 
He  told  me  about  a  time  during  one  of  those  stints  that  the  Goodyear  blimp  got 
too  close  to  the  WTMJ  tower  and  kicked  the  station  off  the  air.  Sherm  also  built 
their  50KW  FM  station. 

In  1951,  Sherm  went  into  the  broadcasting  business  himself  briefly  and  built 
station  WTKM  in  Hartford.  From  there,  he  went  to  work  as  a  Development 
Engineer  for  Chrysler  Outboard  Motor  Division  of  Marine  West  Bend 
Aluminum.  He  worked  on  electronic  ignition  and  surface  gap  sparkplugs.  He  has 
eleven  patents  for  generator  or  regulator  control  systems.  "These  ignitions 
worked  so  good  you  could  shove  steel  wool  into  the  unit  and  it  didn’t  stop.  It 
packed  a  powerful  100  KW  of  spark,"  remarks  Sherm. 

The  Outboard  Division  later  became  known  as  Chrysler  Outboard  Marine 
and  still  later  became  part  of  the  Brunswick  Corporation.  In  1979,  Sherm  retired 
from  Chrysler  Outboard.  He  was  not  ready  to  take  life  easy  so  he  became  the 
Washington  County  Emergency  Government  Director.  "That  was  a  fun  job,"  he 
says,  partly  because  he  got  such  good  support  from  all  levels  of  county 
government.  A  second  retirement  occurred  in  1989  from  this  last  position. 

During  WWII,  the  W9NGT  license  expired.  It  seems  Sherm  overlooked 
sending  the  card  to  the  FCC  that  would  have  kept  his  license  in  force.  However, 
Sherm  says,  "Back  around  1954  I  phoned  Washington,  D.C.,  spoke  to  H.  D.

Hayes  and  got  my  old  call  back.  I’m  now  a  General  class  but  I  did  have  to  take 
the  test  again." 

Back  in  1964,  when  Bill  Harms  was  the  National  Weather  Service  man  at 
Mitchell  Field,  Sherm  became  involved  with  ARES  and  weather  spotting. 
"Wisconsin  had  the  first  Amateur  Radio  spotting  network  in  the  country,"  he 
said.  It  was  during  that  period  that  he  was  Section  Emergency  Coordinator  for 
ten  years.  His  involvement  with  weather  continues  to  be  his  primary  interest  in 
Amateur  Radio.  Whenever  there  is  bad  weather,  you  can  hear  Sherm 
coordinating  spotters’  reports  as  the  liaison  station  to  the  National  Weather 
Service  at  Sullivan,  Wisconsin.  In  the  winter  months,  he  looks  for  reports  of 
significant  snowfalls  that  occur  after  the  reports  sent  in  by  the  Badger  Weather 
Net.  W9NGT  also  serves  as  the  communications  link  between  the  Great  Circus 
Parade  train  and  the  Parade  Officials  in  Milwaukee. 

As  an  ARRL  member,  his  current  league  appointment  is  Assistant  Emergency 
Coordinator  for  Wisconsin.  Also,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Washington  County 
Amateur  Radio  Club.  Sherm  is  an  active  participant  in  the  Badger  Emergency 
Net,  the  Wisconsin  Sideband  Net  and  others. 

As  mentioned  previously,  Sherm  and  Marianne  have  two  sons.  Mike,  a  Coast 
Guard  member,  spent  some  time  aboard  an  ice  breaker  in  the  Antarctic.  It  was 
at  this  time  Sherm  built  a  big  twenty  meter  amplifier  so,  "We  could  talk  to  Mike 
via  Amateur  Radio  while  he  was  down  there,"  he  said. 

In  1987,  Sherm  was  on  the  9,000-ton  icebreaker  "Glacier"  himself.  Because 
the  "Glacier"  was  to  be  decommissioned,  this  was  her  last  deployment.  During 
transit  from  Sydney,  Australia  to  Portland,  Oregon,  the  entire  crew  was  in  the 
process  of  reassignment.  As  a  result,  over  500  phone  patches  took  place  between 
the  crew  members  and  their  families  rearranging  their  affairs. 

Their  other  son,  Sheldon  (ex-N9BTT),  is  the  owner  of  Planitronics  in  West 
Bend  -  a  manufacturer  of  electronic  circuit  boards.  Sherm  jokes,  "Such 
technology  passed  me  up  long  ago  --  solid  state  stuff  --  so  now  I  ask  my  son 
questions."  As  for  Marianne,  she  does  not  have  a  license  but  is  very  supportive 
of  Sherm’s  interests  and  activities  in  Amateur  Radio.  Since  his  second  retirement 
in  1989,  he  keeps  busy  with  Amateur  Radio  and  cassette  taping  of  "78-RPM 
grinders"  --  his  project  of  phonograph  record  preservation.  "I’ve  been  exercising 
on  a  treadmill  and  reducing  weight,  yet  my  arms  are  putting  on  weight,"  notes 
Sherm  as  he  moves  on  to  look  around  the  swapfest  tables.  With  a  "See  you  later, 
Sherm,"  Rich  concluded  his  interview.  As  for  the  conclusion  of  mine,  well,  we 
tied  up  the  loose  ends  and  enjoyed  other  conversation  during  the  leisurely  trip 
back  to  Hartford.  One  item  for  these  interviews  remained,  and  that  was  to  take 
a  picture  of  Sherm  at  the  W9NGT  operating  position.  After  that  it  was  my  turn 
to  say  "many  thanks,  Sherm"  for  this  pleasant  trip  to  Stevens  Point  and  interview 
opportunity.  Then  I  headed  for  home.  a

I  never  said  information  was 
cheap,  and  these  3  tomes  will  set  you  back  over 
$100.  However,  I  can  assure  you  that  these  3  books 
will  cover  a  large  proportion  of  the  software  and 
hardware  information  you  will  need  to  manage  and 
repair  your  new  XT  through  286/386/486  machine. 
In  closing,  let  me  remark  that  prices  continue  to 
drop  in  the  used  market.  XTs  with  a  full  640k  of 
memory  are  selling  in  the  $50  range.  I  purchased  a 
386SX  motherboard  with  2  megabytes  of  memory 
in  a  mini-tower  case  with  230  watt  power  supply 
for  $125  in  August  1993.  Used  40  megabyte  hard 
drives  are  running  in  the  $25  range,  $50  for  IDE 
types.

Audio  Distortion 
and  the  PK232

I  have  a  PK232  multimode  terminal  unit  that  I 
use  on  HF.  My  ICOM  751  A,  like  many  of  today’s 
transceivers,  has  an  accessory  jack  that  allows 
interconnection  to  a  device  like  the  PK232.  This 
allows  the  convenience  of  not  having  to  disconnect 
the  microphone  every  time  one  wants  to  use  this 
device.  Plus,  the  receive  audio  is  at  a  set  level  that 
is  independent  of  the  volume  control. 

I  had  my  PK232  interconnected  in  this  manner 
and  I  received  reports  that  my  transmitted  audio 
during  SSB  use  was  being  distorted.  I  placed  a 
toroid  around  the  interconnect  cable  to  the  IC751A 
with  the  same  results.  When  the  cable  was 
disconnected  at  the  PK232  end,  the  problem  went 
away. 

I  read  a  message  on  a  packet  BBS  a  couple  of 
months  or  so  ago  where  people  using  Kenwood  rigs 
were  reporting  the  same  problem,  and  reported  a 
fix  for  this  problem. The  transmit  audio  line  of  the 
PK232  has  a  680  ohm  resistor  to  ground.  This 
resistor  is  located  on  the  circuit  board  next  to  the 
connector  that  goes  to  the  rig,  and  is  not  switched 
out  when  switching  between  radio  port  1  and  2.  The 
message  on  the  BBS  suggested  that  this  resistor  was 
creating  a  ground  loop  and  was  the  cause  of  the 
distortion  when  using  SSB. 

Recently  I  removed  this  680  ohm  resistor  from 
my  PK232.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  my  audio  is 
no  longer  distorted  during  SSB  operation  while 
interconnected  to  the  PK232.  The  resistor  to 
remove  is  R151  if  you  are  using  radio  port  1,  and 
R152  if  you  are  using  radio  port  2.  The  transmit 
audio  level  of  the  PK232  should  be  checked  and 
readjusted,  if  necessary,  after  removal  of  this 
resistor.  □

Article  9  in  this  series  deals  with  information. 
Information  is  power,  so  we  have  all  heard,  and  the 
more  I  work  with  computers,  the  more  I  believe  it! 
Information  will  let  you  build  a  new  computer, 
upgrade  an  old  one,  revive  a  hard  drive  that  has 
died,  manage  memory,  and  cause  your  machine  to 
run  the  way  YOU  want  it  to.  Where  does  this 
information  come  from?  Simple.  Books.  However, 
you  can  waste  a  lot  of  money  on  computer  books 
unless  you  know  which  ones  to  choose.  That’s  the 
purpose  of  this  article  -  to  help  you  get  the  most  for 
your  information  dollar. 

Let’s  divide  the  world  of  computer  information 
and  computer  books  into  two  areas,  software  and 
hardware.  Software  is  the  programming  part  of  the 
field,  dealing  with  operating  systems  (like  DOS  5  or 
DOS  6)  and  application  programs  (like  your  word 
processing  program,  or  the  utility  you  use  to  set  the 
time  in  your  machine  when  it  boots  up).  Hardware, 
of  course,  deals  with  the  stuff  you  add  or  remove 
with  a  screwdriver,  or  soldering  iron.  OK,  what 
should  you  have  on  your  bookshelf? 

EVERY  ham  has  (or  should  have)  a  late  model 
edition  of  the  ARRL  Handbook  on  their  shelf.  There 
is  just  nothing  that  can  compare  with  this  magnifi¬ 
cent  volume,  now  in  its  70th  edition.  By  the  same 


token,  in  the  software  area,  there  is  nothing  that  can 
compare  with  the  PC  Magazine  DOS  6  Techniques 
and  Utilities  (1993),  written  by  master  author  Jeff 
Prosise.  It  will  cost  you  about  $40,  but  it  is  well 
worth  the  money  and  it  comes  with  a  batch  of 
useful  utility  programs  (on  floppy  disk,  included 
with  the  book).  EVERY  ham  who  uses  computers 
should  have  this  book  on  hand.  If  you  use  DOS  5 
instead  of  DOS  6,  then  the  previous  edition  (DOS 
5  Techniques  and  Utilities )  by  the  same  author  is 
your  target.  There  are  a  couple  of  other  DOS  books 
out  by  other  authors,  and  they  may  be  useful,  but 
they  do  not  measure  up  to  the  Prosise  "bible".  The 
1993  edition  is  over  1,000  pages  long. 

Hardware  is  a  little  different,  in  that  I  have  two 
different  books  to  recommend  to  you.  The  first  is 
sort  of  the  "bible"  in  the  field  if  you  ever  delve  into 
the  innards  of  your  machine.  Scott  Mueller’s 
Upgrading  and  Repairing  PCs,  2nd  edition  (1992, 
Que  Corporation,  $36),  is  clearly  the  best  in  the 
field.  It  is  a  bit  heavy  on  true  IBM  machines  and  a 
bit  light  on  IBM  compatibles,  but  that  does  not 
detract  from  its  total  usefulness.  Weighing  in  at 
nearly  1300  pages,  it  contains  sections  on  software 
and  hardware  troubleshooting,  as  well  as  a  terrific 
Reference  Information  section.  Need  to  find  out  the 
number  of  cylinders,  heads,  sectors  and  so  forth  for 
a  Fujitsu  M2611T  drive?  You  can  find  it  on  p. 
1076.  Mr.  Mueller  is  working  on  the  3rd  edition 
right  now,  and  if  you  care  to  wait  until  it  shows  up 
at  your  bookseller,  you  can  look  for  his  reference 
to  the  paper  that  AA9W  and  I  wrote  on  the  effects 
of  airport  X-rays  on  data  stored  on  floppy  disks. 
The  other  hardware  "bible"  is  Mark  Minasi’s,  The 
Complete  PC  Upgrade  and  Maintenance  Guide,  2nd 
edition  (1993,  Sybex,  Inc.,  $30).  This  is  a  real

The  Taylor  County  Chapter 
of  the  American  Red  Cross  will  be  moving 
out  of  their  office  (our  meeting  room)  in 
the  Taylor  County  Courthouse  in  the  near 
future,  due  to  their  continued  growth  and 
lack  of  additional  space  in  their  present 
office. 

The  Emergency  Government  office 
recently  acquired  a  portable  cellular  phone 
for  their  use.
